Sabine 
river is higher than it has .been in IS 
years. 
The heavy rains in Hunt ami 
Rockwall counties caused it to rise. It 
is four miles wide and two miles of 
International 
and 
Great 
Northern 
track between here and Mineola are 
under water. 
It Is reported here that the dump 
and bridge for wagons crossing the 
river between Wood and smith coun­ 
ties are gone, entailing a loss of many 
thousand dollars to Wood county. 
Near Big Sandy, on th** Cotton Belt 
road, the river is two miles wide and 
the Cotton Belt officials 
fear 
their 
track is gone. The river has been ris­ 
ing about a foot an hour ainee Fri­ 
day morning. 
No rain has fallen here since Wed­ 
nesday. 
The washouts caused by the recent 
rains touUiiue to delay all trains into 
Longview except on the Texas, Sabine 
Valley and Northwestern, 
which 
is 
running trains on time, the washouts 
not having atte* ted their line. 
The water continues to rise in Sa­ 
bine at the Sabine bottom, near Grand 
Saline, at the rate of an inch an bour. 
aud Cue track is .submerged an average 
of two and a half feet for s o m e two 
hundred feet.
